Councilman Kitzmiller Gives as his 
Opinion that Gettysburg National 
Park Commission Acts without 
Knowledge of War Department 
at Washington. 
Uniform Curb 
throughout Town. 


T hat the Gettysburg N ational Park 
Commission is buying land in (Jetty* 
burg without the 
knowledge 
of the 
authorities at the War 
Department 
was given out by 
Councilm an 
Jacob 
K itzm iller at Tuesday 
n ight's town 
council meeting as his opinion of the 
operations of the men in charge of the 
battlefield and its interests. 


The discussion came atiout through 
some one saying that the 
Park Com 
mission was trying to purchase more 
land at the east 
end 
of town. 
Mr. 
K itzm iller 
said: 
“ I 
d o n t believe 
the government knows anything about 
wanting that land. 
I would like to 
know what their motive is in buying 
such a tract. 
What 
do 
they want 
laud in 
town 
for anyw ay?’’ 
The 
second ward representative then went 
on “ W hat is more I don’t want to see 
the Government make any 
roads in 
G ettysburg if they exjiect to control 
them. ’’ 
This was followed by a more or less 
general discussion of the recent work 
of tile Commission. 


UNIFORM CURB 
The most im portant busine** 
tran 
sacted at Tuesday n ig h t’s meeting of 
Council wa* the acceptance of the re 
port of 
a 
committee 
consisting of 
Messrs. Butt. K itzm iller and Codon, 
recommending that an 
ordinance be 
adopted proviuing 
for uniform 
con 
crete c u r ta il over the through, to t>e 
constructed by the borough and (laid 
for by each individual property holder 
The com m ittee recommendeed that 
concrete curt) and gutter lines tie put 
in by the borough, that a careful ac­ 
count ta kept of the expense 
of the 
same and that each property ow ner ta 
required to pay 
the actual cost per 
foot of the construction of the curb at 
their pavements. 
Only concrete is to 
ta used 
It is estim ated that the cost 
w ill ta a ta u t 33 1-H cents per bait 
It is the plan to have a 
square 
of 
the curb made at a tim e. 
This would 
give toe entire grade for that square 
and pavements b uilt 
after the curb 
was established would 
all 
have lo I 
come to that line. 
Before many year* the entire town 
would have a uniform curb of concrete 
and in 
addition 
to stim ulating the

this would also facilitate the finding 
of the grade and do away w ith all the

All pavement* would

University.

Investigation to Be Made of 


Deaths In Auto Race. 


FRIENDS 
NOT 
SURPRISED 


Arduous Duties and Considerations of 
Health Assigned as Reasons—Con­ 
sidered Resigning For Three Years. 


Philadelphia, 
Oct. 
5. — Provost 
Chai leu Custls Harrison, who for the 
past sixteen years has been the active 
head of the University of Pennsylva­ 
nia. and who bas served that institu­ 
tion of learning in an exceptionally 
able manner, submitted his formal re­ 
signation from office at a meeting of 
the trustees. 
The resignation, which the provost 
desires lo take, effect not later than 
Dee. 31, 1910, was not accepted and 
was referred tor consideration to that 
standing committee of trustees known 
as the committee on the slate of the 
university. 
Those trustees who attended the 
meeting, aud also ail the other trus­ 
tees and personal friends of the pro­ 
vost. were not 
unprepared 
for the 
news that the university was face to 
face with a serious question, 
iu the 
mail the trustees and the friends of 
the provost received letters from Mr. 
Harrison acquainting them in advance 
with the decision that had been leach­ 
ed by him. 
This decision to resign his arduous 
duties had been debated in the mind 
of the provost for some three years 
past, and those close to bim have 
been 
conversant 
with 
the 
reasons 
which impelled him to offer his resig­ 
nation. 
Considerations of health and family 
and a deaire to be relieved of the vast 
amount of detail work connected with 
his position are said to be the rem 
sons for the step taken by the pro­ 
vost. 
This state of affairs is well 
known among the trustees, snd espe­ 
cially by those who are members of 
the standing committee on the state of 
the university, which committee will 
make a final disposition of the proffer­ 
ed resignation 
It is believed that the trustees will 
devise some way by which the pro­ 
vosts duties, particularly those relat­ 
ed to detail work, may be lightened. 
with the end that Mr. Harrison’s gen­ 
ius for organization and finance may 
be saved to the university, which tin­ 
der bis leadership b as made such gi­ 
gantic strides. 
Coincident with the news of Pro­ 
vost Harrison’s resignation came the 
announcement that tile resignation of 
Dr. J. William White. .lokn Rhea Bar­ 
ton professor of surgery, had been ac­ 
cepted by the trustees at the same 
meet ing

The typhoid epidemic- tin Elizabeth 
is dated from a banquet given in honor 
of Policeman John Kelly in 
Kntre 
Nous hall two weeks ago. 
Following 
this dinner, there was an alarming 
spread of 
the 
malady 
among the 
guests, and last week three of them 
died. 
The dead are: John Sullivan, 
Richard Mc Mahon and F. Lee Plate. 
Sullivans two brothers. Daniel aud 
Bennis, and Owen Farrelley, Demo­ 
cratic leader of Hie city, are ill. prob­ 
ably beyond recovery, in the Alexian 
Brothers' hospital. 
It 
was thought at 
first that the 
germs came from the lobster and sal­ 
ads served at the banquet, but Dr. 
Rucker, a government food inspector 
aud member of the state board of 
health, and Inspector Richards made 
an investigation aud reported to the 
hoard that the food was all right and 
that the disease had been communi­ 
cated by the food passing through tile 
hands of a person who was employed 
in serving the menu. 
This person handled every bit of the 
food served at the banquet, and Dr. 
Rucker reported that he had learned 
beyond a doubt that the case was 
similar to that of “Typhoid Mary.”

Number One. 
A CONCURRENT RESOLUTION 
Proposing an amendm ent to section t w«n- 
ty-slx of article five of the Constitution 
of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 
Resolved (lf the Senate concur). T hat 
tile following amendment to section twsn- 
ty-slx of article five of the Constitution 
of Pennsylvania be, and the same is here­ 
by, 
proposed, 
in 
accordance 
with 
the 
eighteenth article thereof:— 
That section 26 of Article V., which 
reads as follows: “ Section 28. All laws re­ 
lating to courts shall be general and of 
uniform operation, and the organization. 
Jurisdiction, and powers of all courts of 
the sam* class or grade, so far as regu ­ 
lated by law. and the force snd effect of 
tire process and Judgments of such courts, 
shall he uniform; and the General Assem­ 
bl' 
is hereby prohibited from creating 
other courts to exercise the powers vested 
by this Constitution In the Judges of the 
Courts of Common Pleas and Orphans' 
Courts," be amended so that the same 
alia ll read as follows:— 
Section a;. 
All laws relating to court* 
shall be general and of uniform opera­ 
tion, and the organization. Jurisdiction, 
and powers of all courts of the same class 
or grade, so far as regulated by law, and 
the force and effect of the process and 
Judgments of such courts, shall be uni­ 
form;

PLATINIZED GLASS.-
